• Do not apply excessive force to the product during use. Be sure 
not to put the product into a tightly packed bag or place a heavy 
object on the product in a bag. Sitting on the product in your 
pocket might damage the display or internal circuit board resulting 
in a malfunction. Keeping an external device connected to the 
microUS 巳 connection terminal or headset connection terminal 
might damage the connector resulting in a malfunction. Such 
damage and malfunction are not covered by the warranty, even if 
there is no external damage. 

• Do not use the product in extremely hot, cold or humid places. (Use 
within an ambient temperature range of 5°C to 35°C and humidity 
range of 35% to 85%.)
